PRESIDENT M'BRIDE SENDS A 
SIGNIFICANT DISPATCH. 


Illinois Mining Conference Conies to 
Nothing—Big Mine Owners Stay 
Away From Springfield—The Con­ 
solidated Coal Company Holds the 
Key to the Situation. 


C o lu m b u s, O., May 29—A telegram 
passed between President McBride, of 
the United Mine W orkers and Secre­ 
tary McBryde 
here 
this morning, 
in which the former stated positively 
th a t there was going to be a settle­ 
m ent of the strike. 
s p r i n g f i e l d , KIL, May 29.—Illinois 
holds the key to the mining situation, 
iu d the Consolidated Coal company 
holds the key to Illinois. 
This is the 
Bum and substance of the conference 
;petween the national officers of the 
United Mine W orkers and the central 
and southern Illinois operators held 
here yesterday. 
The executive com­ 
m ittee expresses itself as willing and 
iready to settle and call off the strike 
whenever the Illinois operators can 
agree am ong 
themselves upon an 
am icable arrangem ent of differences 
existing, and the operators say they 
^re w illing to settle upon any reason­ 
able basis whenever the Consolidated 
Coal company w ill agree to join w ith 
them, b u t otherw ise they can not 
make any overtures nor accept any 
proposition which will place them in 
com petition w ith this powerful cor­ 
poration. 
It is needless to say th a t the Con­ 
solidated Coal company was not rep­ 
resented a t the conference, and the 
operators who ware present from all 
parts of the state, but principally from 
the southern and central fields, were 
unanimous in their statem ents th a t 
the prices 
paid by this company, 
which 
controls 
eighty-three 
coal 
mines in southern Illinois and the 
prices paid a t Pana, where 3,000,000 
tons of coal are being mined annually 
a t 29 cents per ton, m ust form the 
basis of wages unless these operators 
could be induced to subscribe to a 
more equitable schedule. Many of the 
operators took occasion while making 
these statem ents to express their ap­ 
proval of the course of President 
Ridgely of the Consolidated company. 
The 
conference 
was largely a t­ 
tended, 
about 125 operators being 
present. 
The whole afternoon was 
spent in a lively discussion, and the 
result was a call for a m eeting of op­ 
erators to be held in this city Thurs­ 
day of this week to consider the ques­ 
tion of a scale of wages. 
The whole 
question of the speedy settlem ent of 
the strike seems now to hinge on 
w hether or not the Consolidated Coal 
company shall consent to be present 
a t the operators’ conference T hurs­ 
day. 
The Pittsburg Press telegraphs Gov. 
Altgeld to ask if he will join w ith the 
governm ent of Pennsylvania, West 
Virginia, Ohio, Indiana and Iowa as a 
board of arbitration to take measures 
to adjust the coal strike. 
The propo­ 
sition is said to have originated among 
heavy consumers and operators. 
Gov. 
^.ltgeld is in Chicago and the telegram 
has been forwarded to him.

riot. 
Marseilles is quiet, but still 
heavily guarded, as the miners are at 
work and have no intention of obey­ 
ing the order to quit. 
The invasion 
of a rescuing party is no longer feared 
here while the m ilitary remains at 
La Salle. 


TRAIN RELEASED BT TROOPS. 


Illinois Central Coal Cars Rescued from 
Minonk Strikers. 


M in o n k ,, 111., May 29.—Shortly be­ 
fore 7 o’clock Sheriff Tool marshaled 
his 150 deputies in equal divisions on 
each side of the main line just north of 
the Illinois Central depot 
Soon after 
7 o’clock the m ilitia marched to the 
cross-roads and deployed on either side 
of the track after seeing th a t all 
obstructions had been removed from 
the rails. 
They were slowly followed 
by the sheriff and his posse, some of 
whom walked in front of the engine 
and some on each side of the train to 
see th a t no pins were pulled. 
Two 
arrests were made. 
A small posse of 
deputies was detailed to guard the 
train to Rutland, the first station 
northv 
This was reached w ithout 
difficulty and the engine and caboose 
brought them back here. 
As soon as 
the • train had passed 
the m ilitia 
marched back to the south and went 
into camp a t Pope’s slaughter house 
pasture.

Stopped 
by Strikers 
at

W e n o n a , IIL, May 29.—An outbreak 
betw een the striking miners and the 
sheriff’s forces was imminent here all 
yesterday. 
Two 
hundred 
miners 
placed obstructions on the track of 
the Illinois Central and declared th a t 
no coal trains would be perm itted to 
pass. 
Twenty-five cars of coal were 
held up. 
Sheriff Lenz held a confer­ 
e n c e w ith the strikers to induce them 
to remove the obstructions, but with­ 
out success, and swore in a large force 
of deputies, 
L ater the sheriff w ith his deputies 
advanced upon the strikers aud ordered 
them to disperse. 
Several 
volleys 
were fired in the air by the posse of 
deputies, a t which dem onstration the 
strikers fled and the track was cleared 
for the delayed trains. 
The town is in a feverish state and 
more trouble is expected. 
It is re­ 
ported upon good authority th a t the 
Illinois Central railroad track is being 
torn up two miles north of ♦r»wr>.

MORE ARRESTS AT LA SALLE. 


Citizens ^Preparing to Resist the Acts of 
Lawless Strikers. 
La S a l l e , 
111 , May 29.—A large 
number of business men held a meet­ 
ing yesterday to consider the situation. 
They resolved th a t all guilty of recent 
outrages be vigorously prosecuted and 
pledged aid to the officers of the law 
in enforcement thereof. 
They also re­ 
quested the governor not to w ithdraw 
the m ilitia until peace was more as­ 
sured. 
To be better prepared for an 
emergency, IOO W inchesters and sev­ 
eral thousand rounds of amm unition 
have been procured. Another meeting 
has been called for to-day to enroll 
volunteers to act as deputies when 
wanted, and to make other arrange­ 
ments for defense if 
citizens 
are 
thrown upon their own resources. 
Pana, 111., May 29.—On orders of 
Adjt-Gen. Orendorff companies I of 
Jacksonville and H of Decatur were 
ordered home yesterday afternoon and 
left on the Illinois Central, via Decatur, 
fit 7:15 in the evening, and everything 
remains quiet, w ith the exception of a 
few crowds of drunken foreign miners, 
who continue to agitate.

Striker* Preparing to Attack Miners nt 
Muchakinock. 


O s k a lo o s a , Iowa, May 29.—A large 
num ber of miners from outside places 
are gathering near No. 6 shaft at 
Muchakinock, where colored men are 
a t work. 
Six hundred are there and 
most of them armed. 
Gov. Jackson 
has been notified, and the national 
guard will probably be called o u t 
Fifty deputies have been sworn in. 
The colored miners are armed and 
trouble seems certain. 
O ttu m w a , Iowa, May 29.—A force 
of 200 miners marched to Burch Bros* 
mines yesterday and persuaded the 
men to quit under threats of being 
blacklisted. 
This closes every mine in 
Wapello county and bids fair to close 
the largest factory in the city. 
The 
whole mining force will now be turned 
toward Muchakinock and the miners 
say th a t 4, OOO strikers will camp there 
and if the miners do not go out by 
Thursday there will be trouble. 
The striking delegations are cam p­ 
ing just outside the fence, about 300 
yards away, and say they are deter­ 
mined to rem ain until they get the 
negroes o u t 
Some of the strikers 
w ant to enter w ith ropes and guns and 
take the negroes out, but cooler heads 
oppose this method and w ant to get 
the Deg.-oes out by persuation. 
An as­ 
sault on the negroes a t any time is 
likely. 
In case this is done many will 
be killed. 
P o m e r o y , Ohio, May 29.—The steam­ 
boat load of striking miners which 
left here yesterday to visit the mines 
down the river to stop work in three 
mines returned

stopped the two mines on the Ohio 
side. 
Fifty men dropped their tools 
and joined the procession.

port citizens furnished a free dinner 
for the 500 men in the ranks.

York and the 
East Threatened 
with a Serious Shortage. 
New York, May 29.—The coal fam ­ 
ine has begun to make itself felt in all 
lines of business in New York and the 
east, and unless relief comes speedily 
there will be a serious interruption of 
m anufacturing and transportation in­ 
dustries. The corporations which have 
reserved fuel for ordinary uses are ob­ 
serving strict 
economy in its use 
and are refusing to sell th eir holdings 
under any circumstances. 
The usual 
source of supply being cut off by rea­ 
son of the strike among the miners in 
Pennsylvania and in the west, New 
Yorkers have been compelled to send 
to Wales for fuel. 
T hirty big ships 
are now on their way to this port with 
coal from the Welsh mines, but under 
the most favorable circumstances the 
relief to be afforded by their arrival

and $50,000,000

into the pockets of these combinations 
of unscrupulous speculators. It is now 
adm itted th at the total cost of refin­ 
ing sugar is not over one-tenth of a 
cent per pound; yet these people have 
the effrontery to come here now and 
ask th a t their business shall be aerain 
protected and the fram ers of the bill 
have responded to their request ” 
•The senate spent eight hours discuss­ 
ing free lumber.

Commissioner Chamberlain 
Gathers 
Some Interesting Statistics. 


W a s h in g t o n , May 29.—Commissioner 
of Navigation Chamberlain has pre­ 
pared a statem ent concerning the 
taxation of vessels in which it is ex­ 
plained th a t Great Britain, Germany 
and France impose taxes on the in­ 
comes 
derived 
from 
steamships 
and 
vessels 
as 
on 
incomes de­ 
rived 
from 
other 
protective 
property. 
The N orth German Lloyd 
company on its fleet of eighty iron 
and steel steamers of 225,097 tons, 
paid as an income tax $22,372 for 1893. 
For 1893 the city of Bath, Maine, col­ 
lected $24,026 taxes on 224 vessels be­ 
sides taxes on capital stock of corpor­ 
ations owning ferryboats, tugboats 
and steamboats. 
Jan. I, 1894, Austria 
exempted all seagoing vessels from 
income tax for five years. 
Vessels are 
not subject to federal taxation in the 
United States except in form of a 
few small fees on entry and clear­ 
ance for specific services and tonnage 
tax. 
In 1893 American vessels paid 
$70,019 tonnage taxes and foreign ves­ 
sels $404,920, of which British vessels 
alone paid $338,674. 
The only taxes 
on vessel 
property which may be 
deemed to place vessels owned in the 
United States a t a disadvantage, com­ 
pared with vessels owned in other 
countries, are imposed by state tax 
laws, and these have been modified by 
the decisions of the Supreme court of 
the United States.

AS TO HIS SLAYER. 


M Y STERIO U S 
M URDER 
TR IA L 
BEFO RE JUDGE B EN N ETT. 


F rank Baldwin, the Defendant Sticks 
to His Story that Strangere Cut the 
Dead 
Man 
and 
Others 
Back 
Him 
Up—No Jury Has Yet Been 
Secured. 
W rapped in the deepest m ystery is 
th e crime for which Frank Baldwin is 
on trial before Judge B ennett. 
The 
probe of the 
law 
has heretofore 
brought but little to light in regard 
to the way Lorenzo F. Finch m et his 
death. 
Finch died from the wounds 
he received w ith the seal of secrecy on 
his lips. 
The m urder differed from 
those of the past few years. 
It was 
not the m urder of a brutish nature 
such as th a t of Bitson, the low-minded 
Bohemian; neither was it a crime com­ 
m itted for the gain th a t would fol­ 
low. 
A fit of rage, evidently, a half doz­ 
en knife th rifts and then death,is the 
story, 
The crime was committed a t May­ 
flower park on June 21, '93. 
The 
Crescent band were giving a dance 
th a t night and Finch, Mr. and Mrs. 
Baldwin and Miss Olive Anderson 
w ere among the merry makers. 
Be­ 
tw een dances someone suggested th a t 
th e quartette go out and get a glass 
of beer. 
Finch’s death wound was 
b u t fire m inutes ahead of him yet he 
d id not know it. 
Stepping out of the 
brightly 
lighted 
dance 
hall 
Into 
the 
glim m ering 
light 
of 
a 
half 
dozen 
torches, 
the 
party walked around the end of the 
dancing pavilion to the bar room. 
Mrs. Baldwin 
and Miss Anderson 
stood in the shadow of the building 
w hije Baldwin stepped off to one side 
In the woods and Finch entered the 
b ar room for the beer. 
B loody F ig h t In th e Dark. 
Two m inutes later all was over, 
and Finch w ith half a dozen knife 
wounds, allowing his life to ebb, was 
lying in the grass back of the hall. 
Baldwin's story is all there is to be 
had. 
He says th a t when he was 
absent he heard some one speak to his 
w ife and returned to her as aeon as 
possible. 
Several men were standing 
n ear her, whom she said had spoken 
to her and Miss Anderson asking “ if 
there was anything they could do for 
them .” 
She replied th a t they had 
b etter move on or something m ight 
be 
done 
to 
them. 
At 
th is juncture Baldwin 
came and 
told them in substance to leave his 
w ife alone. 
His answer, he claims 
was a blow from one of the men and 
in an instant he and the strangers 
w ere in a free-for-all. 
Baldwin was 
g ettin g the w orst of the fray when 
one of the strangers called for a knife 
A t this, Baldwin took to his heels and 
a t the same moment Finch came out 
w ith the four glasses of beer. 
He 
took in the fracas a t a glance and 
setting down the beer ran into the 
light. 
His coming, if the story of the 
defense 
is true, m ust 
have been 
feared, as he had a reputation as an 
expert boxer, for the knife was used 
cm him almost before he had gotten 
into the fight. 
Cut and No One K new It. 
The first intim ation th at the by­ 
standers had of the bloody deed was 
w hen Finch rushed into the bar-room 
and sank into a chair. 
“ I 
have been stabbed!” he ex­ 
claimed. He was holding his hands to 
his abdomen and exam ination showed 
th a t he spoke the truth. 
Blood was 
flowing over his clothing and as soon 
as possible he was brought to the city 
in a baggy and taken to the hospital 
by the fire police. 
On the way there 
be was asked who cut him but would 
not answer. By his head in the patrol 
wagon sat Orville Williams. 
“ Orville, you are my friend; am I 
going to die?” Finch asked him. 
“ No,” replied Williams. 
“ Who cut 
you?” 
There was no definite reply and 
w hen the police and relations asked 
bim the same question he was silent. 
W ithin a few days death came to him 
and the coroners’ inquest followed. 
Baldwin, his wife and Miss Anderson 
stuck to their story. 
They did not 
know who the strangers were and 
• ould not describe them except th at 
one wore light clothes. 
The inquest 
developed nothing and the jury re­ 
turned a verdict th a t the dead man 
died at the hands of some ^person or 
persons to them unknown. 
Here the 
m atter rested until the grand jury 
m et in the fall. 
B aldw in W as Indicted. 
W hat was learned by th a t m ysteri­ 
ous tribunal is. of course, unknow n 
to the public, b ut a true bill was 
found charging Baldwin 
w ith the 
m urder. 
•‘I had expected it,” was his simple 
declaiation when Sheriff Bear arrest­ 
ed him. 
Since then he has been in 
jail. 
E. M. Hyzer is his attorney and 
D istrict Attorney W heeler is the pros­ 
ecutor. 
W hat ammunition the state 
has is not known, and accused can 
have no defense except his own story 
and th a t of Miss Anderson, as his wife 
cannot testify. All day yesterday they 
exam ined talesm en for a jury, and at 
noon the court called a recess u rtil 2 
o’clock this afternoon, and Sheriff 
Bear, armed w ith a special venire for 
aeventy-five jurym en,scoured the coun­ 
try for more, the panel being exhaust­ 
ed. Eleven men were in the box then, 
b u t none had been form ally accepted. 
T h a t was the way m atters stood w hen 
eourt opened a t 2 o’clock and Sheriff 
B ear presented his list of names, and 
a t 3 o’clock the jury was not yet se­ 
cured.

■WANTED—ANOTHER RUSK ' 
People out west and in Illinois are 
crying out for another ' ‘Jerry ” Rusk. 
Daring the disturbances attending tho 
labor strikes in 1887, Governor Rusk 
rose to the emergency with a prompt­ 
ness and heroism which called out the 
plaudits of the country. 
When the 
crisis came in Milwaukee and the mob 
seemed bent on destroying life and 
property he brought the militia quick­ 
ly to the scene, and gave orders to 
fire if the lawlessness took any dan­ 
gerous turn. 
His resolute stand ac­ 
complished its purpose, for though the 
strike continued and the community 
suffered thereby, the policy of de­ 
struction decided on by the labor 
leaders was checked and a fair degree 
Of order was preserved. Says the St 
Louis Globe-Democrat in referring to 
the contrast: 
Rusk’s courageous course contrast­ 
ed strongly with the vacillating arid 
pusillanimous conduct of some of the 
other governors of the day, and it 
shines out in brilliant luster in com­ 
parison with 
the 
blindness and 
cowardice shown by Altgeld and the 
mischievous demagogy and the shame­ 
less disregard for law displayed by 
Waite. 
Altgeld cringes and truckles 
to the riotous mob, and refuses to call 
out the militia to aid the police in de­ 
fending life and property, and Waite 
openly takes the side of a band of 
miscreants who commit murder in 
cold blood. 
When Governor Rusk let the Wis­ 
consin mob know th at it would be 
fired on if it attempted to carry out

S P E C IF IC A T IO N S . 
Specifications for grading, curbing and pav­ 
ing that portion of South Main street in the city 
of Janesville, state Of Wisconsin, between Hie 
south line of East Milwaukee street and the 
south line of South First street, except so much 
of said street as is occupied by aud lies between 
the track of the Janesville Street Railway Com­ 
pany including a strip on either side of said 
track one foot in wid.li aud adjoining the rails 
of said track. 
GRADING. 
Said street shall be graded so as to bring it* 
surface at a uniform depth of nine (9) inches 
below the established grade of the same; and 
in doing said grading the earth is to be scraped 
off to the re (pi i red depth so as not to loosen the 
soil below. Also in ail places in said street 
wli- re trenching has been done for water, gas, 
sewer pipes or connections of any kind, such 
places shall be made firm aud secure against 
unequal settling, lf any filling if done in hring- 
ii g said street to this grade, it must he done 
with sand or gravel, iree from all perishable 
materials. After the surface has been shaped 
to conform to the pavement above, it shad be 
thoroughly rolled or tamped to make it secure 
against settling; which having been done a bal­ 
lasting of two t,2; inches of clean sand cr tine 
gravel shall be spread in such a manner that 
the sub grade af said street shall be uniformly 
seven Inches below the grade thereof, said bal­ 
lasting to be well rolled or tamped so as to make 
it firm. The -cross section of each side of said 
street from the gutter to the street car track 
being shaped so as to forma sfgment of a circle 
whose radius shall be three hundred feet, and 
at the center of the street to correspond with 
the grade of said street; the gutters to he placed 
at such grade and depth as the city engineer 
shall direct. 
Tile gutters at a point two feet 
out from the curbing are to he three inches 
lower than at the curbing. 
Ti e grading of said street and Lthe ballasting 
thereof shall be done under the direciions of 
and to the satisfaction of a special committee 
appointed by the mayor of said city for tnat per 
pose. 
All stone and block ?ross walks which shall he 
removed in grading said street and also all 
stone rubble and such gravel as the alderman 
or the third ward shall see fit. which is excava­ 
ted in doing said grading and is not used in 
embankment shall be deposited for the s- id 
use and benefit of said city by the contracter at 
such place or places, not more than one block 
away from the above designated street, as the 
said aldermen shah direct, witboutextra cli°rge 
All other material, excavated over and above 
what is used in embankment shall be deposited 
by the contractor begoud the bounds of said 
street without extra charge beyond the price 
paid for excavating the same. 
The work shall be carried on in such a man­ 
ner so as to impede and obstruct travel on said 
street as little as possible and yet be consistent 
with the speedy and economical completion of 
said work. 
CURBING. 
Curbstones shall be placed in such places as 
the special committee shall direct and are to be 
of good durable Waukesha limestone or other 
stone of equally good quality, free trom seams, 
cracks or other defects not less than three feet 
long.twenty-four inches wide and four inches 
thick. The tops of said curbstones to be dressed 
to a depth or ten inches from their tops; the 
ends to be oressed to a depth of fifteen inches, 
so as to form close joints with each other. 
Said stones are to be firmly set on their edges 
to conform to their alligninent and grade given 
by the above mentioned committee, and are to 
securely rest on a bed of fine gravel at. least six 
inches th’ck, well tamped’and to he thoroughly 
packed with sand or fine gravel at least four 
inches in width at their backs. The stone side 
walk In front of the two store numbers 18 and 
20 South Main street is to be cut back to a tiue 
line so as to be in true alligumeut with the curb 
on either side of it. 
STRINGERS.

least two (2) inches of good clean sand or fine 
gravel, well and thoroughly tamped, there shall 
be laid at right angles actoss said sections of 
said street and at interv als of lour feet apart, 
from center to center, good sound, well seasoned 
durable pine stringers, one inch thich, eight 
inches wide and not less than fourteen feet in 
length. Salt! stringers shall be free from rot, 
sap, wind shake or other defects; they shall be 
well and firmly imbedded

so that the top surface of said 
shall accurately conform to the sub­ 
said street. When said stringers are t 
the sand or fine gravel between them shall be 
carefully dressed with a straight edge, po as to 
insure that the top surface of the ballas ing be­ 
tween the stingers shall present a smooth,com­ 
pact and uniform surface,conforming to the 
sub-grade of said street, preparatory to laying 
the flooring. 
FLOORING. 
Resting on the stringers and the ballasting 
between them, shall he a flooring farmed of 
good, sound green hemlock hoards, free from 
rot, sap, wind shakes or other defects, one inch 
thick and from eight t J twelve inches wide, aud 
sixteen feet long: they are to be laid lengthwise 
of the street, in close contact with each other 
and to break joints throughout, their ends be 
ing sawed i if square so as to form close joints 
PAVING. 
Between Hie curbing and street car track on 
either side ot said street aud resting upon the 
flooring prepared as above specified, shall be a 
paving ot cedar blocks, which shall form the 
road bed of said street. Said blocks shall have 
a uniform length of six inches, sawed from 
good, sound, live cedar posts, of from four to 
ten inches in diameter, free from bark, rot or 
other defects. They are to be placed on their 
ends upon the flooring in close contact with 
eaclt other, and to he kept well driven up so as 
to form close joints and a firm road-bed. 
Dur­ 
ing the progress of laying the paving, blocks of 
different diameters must he so arranged and 
placed with reference to eacli other, as to leave 
the 
smallest 
practical space between the 
blocks. 
Spaces approaching a square form 
must he avoided, and no sp it blocks of less than 
three inches in diameter will be allowed. All 
spaces between the blocks are to be filled with 
screened gravel of a quality, size and screening, 
satisfactory to the above mentioned special 
committee. Said gravel is to be thoroughly 
tamped with proper tools until solid,and refilled 
aud retamped, until the spaces have been com­ 
pletely filled with firm and solidly tamped 
gravel.
